The ho u se-fly co u ld n o t ex ist if ev ery thin g 
were k ep t p erfectly clean an d san itary . Ex ­ 
termin ate the fly -wo rms, do away with its 
breedin g p iaces, an d there will be n o flies. 
The co mmo n ho u se-fly is co min g to 
be 
k n o wn as the “ty p ho id fly ,” an d when the 
term beco mes u n iv ersal greater care will be 
ex ercised in p ro tectin g the ho u se fro m his 
p resen ce. 
Flies swallo w th^ germs o f ty p ho id in 
co u n tless millio n s while feedin g o n the ex -

Flies kill a greater n u mber o f hu man be

As so o n as the fly co mes o u t o f his shell he 
is fu ll gro wn 'an d starts o u t in the wo rld to mak e 
h liv in g an d if y o u r ho me 13 n o t clean he kn o ws 
it, fo r the fly can discern an u n clean o do r fo r 
miles. 
As mu ch as they like o do rs o f filth they dislik e 
clean smells, an d where the fo rmer will 
attract, 
the latter will rep u lse them. A p leasan t-smellin g 
su bstan ce—the fragran ce o f flo wers, geran iu ms, 
mign o n ette, 
lav en der, o r an y p erfu mery —will 
driv e them away . 
Mo st o f o u r diseases are cau sed by in v isible

How Lincoln Was Re-elected 


Harry 
Vanderbilt 
Obtained 
Nearly 
$300,000 to Pay for the Cam paign 
by 
Personal 
Appeals 
to 
Wealthy Men In the East. 


As a remarkable Instance of how 
it is possible for a man to accomplish 
a 
work regarded at the time as of 
supreme importance and still remain 
in comparative obscurity, the case 
of Harry Vanderbilt, a nephew of 
Commodore Vanderbilt, who died re­ 
cently in New York city at a green 
old age after making a fortune for 
himself as a manufacturer, is of es­ 
pecial interest. 
For this Vanderbilt, 
on the authority of his life-long friend, 
B. J. Jayne, who earned a name and 
a fortune for himself in the seven­ 
ties by uncovering a nest of great 
customs frauds, should be accredited 
with the honor of having made it pos­ 
sible for Abraham Lincoln to secure 
his re-election to the presidency in 
1864. 
“For some years prior to the out­ 
break of the Civil war,” said Mr. 
Jayne, 
who is now almost eighty 
years of age, “Harry Vanderbilt held 
a responsible position in ‘he Ports­ 
mouth (New Hampshire) navy yard; 
but when Salmon P. Chase became 
Lincoln’s first secretary of the treas­ 
ury. Mr. Vanderbilt went to that de­ 
partm ent as appointment clerk, re­ 
maining there for more 
than 
ten 
years, or until the middle of Grant’s 
administration. 
It was during Lin­ 
coln’s first administration 
that 
Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s ability as a trusted po­ 
litical 
worker was discovered 
and 
proved on several occasions by the 
party chiefs. 
“It is well known that, following 
Lincoln’s 
renomination, 
the 
party 
leaders in charge of the 
campaign 
greatly feared that Mr. Lincoln would 
fail of re-election on account of the 
inability of the national committee 
to obtain funds sufficient to carry o** 
a thorough and aggressive campaign. 
It was at a very anxious period of the 
war. 
The drain on the resources of 
the nation had been exhausting and 
no immediate 
relief was 
in 
sight. 
Taxation had reached what appeared 
to be the limit of safety aud all de­ 
mands for money for political pur­ 
poses were met by sullenness or ab­ 
solute refusal. 
The national committee seemed to 
be powerless to find a wTay out of the 
uncompromising situation. 
Its chair­ 
man, Henry 
J. Raymond, the distin­ 
guished newspaper editor, was not an 
adept in the art of raising campaign 
funds, and he had a profound distaste 
for ordinary political methods of get­ 
ting money for 
campaign 
purposes. 
Gov. E. D. Morgan of New York, his 
predecessor in the national chairman­ 
ship, had collected upward of a hun­ 
dred thousand dollars to conduct Lin­ 
coln’s first campaign, but it was es­ 
timated by the party leaders that con­ 


siderably more than double that sum 
would be required to re-elect their can­ 
didates. To w hom should be allotted 
the herculean task of obtaining 
is 
immense sum? 
“It was at this trying moment that 
the name of Harry Vanderbilt was 
suggested as that of a man who knew 
many prominent men in the money 
centers. 
Who put forward his name 
Mr. Vanderbilt never learned, but im­ 
mediately thei .fter he was asked to 
undertake the . aising of the campaign 
fund, and, with 
characteristic 
mod­

pected by any one on whom he did 
not call; and in this manner he at 
last got together a fund that totaled 
close on to three hundred thou:«,nd 
dollars, to the great delight and relief 
of the 
national 
committee. 
Then, 
having been assured by those in the 
secret that he had performed a great 
service in behalf of the Union, Mr. 
Vanderbilt went back to his duties as 
appointment clerk in the treasury de­ 
partment. 
Just how Mr. Vanderbilt 
induced 
the men he visited to contribute to 
the campaign fund, no one ever knew 
exactly,’’ added Mr. Jayne. 
“All any 
one ever learned from him wfas that 
he made personal appeals. 
He never 
boasted about the important part ho 
played in making possible the re-elec­ 
tion of Abraham Lincoln. 
I am one 
of the very few men with whom Harry 
Vanderbilt ever talked about this feat 
of his; and I am certain that I am 
the only one now living who knows 
personally that it w’as he who raised 
the Lincoln campaign fund of 1864.”

Which the “Boss” 3ought Some 
Property He Wanted to Add 
to Country Estate. 


When William M. Tweed, who is no­ 
torious in the history of American graft 
as “Boss” Tweed, was at the height 
of his power in New York city—when. 
In other words, the metropolis of the 
New World practically ate out of his 
hand—ho lived the greater part of the 
year not in the city that he and his 
ring were robbing right and left, but in 
the town of Greenwich. Conn. 
There Tweed bought a farm in 1865. 
It is now the country home of Mrs. A. 
A. Anderson, 
who 
is 
well 
known 
throughout the country as a woman of 
great philanthropy. In the farm as it 
was when Tweed bought it there were 
forty acres, and upon the place Tweed 
began at once to spend a targe amount 
of money. 
The barn which he built 
cost $40,000, a large sum for such a 
building in those days, and it gained 
national notoriety. 
About five years later Tweed decided 
that he would like to secure an adjoin­ 
ing piece of property and add it to his 
country home. 
This was a tract of 
twenty acres owned by the late Fred­ 
erick Mead, who in his time was a 
prominent merchant and 
banker 
in 
New York city. Tweed was very anx­ 
ious to obtain possession of Mr. Mead's 
seres because he felt that they would 
lound out and complete his own place. 
Whatever else may be said to Tweed’s 
dishonor, this must be said in his fa- 
fo r—he was a man of a good deal of 
artistic taste and had a keen eye for 
natural beauty. 
“What will you sell that twenty-acre 
tract for?” Tweed said to Mr. Mead 
one day. 
“I don’t think I want to sell It at 
nil,” was the reply. 
“Well.” said Tweed, “think it over, 
and if you can decide upon a price let 
me know.” 
Several weeks later Tweed, meeting 
Mr. Mead at the Greenwich 
railroad 
«tatlon as they both were on their way 
$o New York city, pressed the latter 


to put a price upon his twenty acres. 
Tweed, in fact, was insistent that Mr. 
Mead should do so, but the merchant 
as steadily insisted that his place was 
not for sale. 
“But you will sell if you can get 
your price, won’t you?” Tweed finally 
asked. 
“You will certainly sell the 
property for a Tweed price?” 
“What do you mean by 
a 
Tweed 
price?” asked Mr. Mead. 
“Why,” was the reply, “a price that 
Tweed will be willing to pay.” 
Mr. Mead laughed. 
“Well, 1 would 
sell that twenty-acre lot for $55,000,” 
he said, still laughing. “That is $2,750 
an acre. You would not be willing to 
pay that for It?” 
Instantly Twed turned to the sta­ 
tion agent. “Look here,” he said, “lend 
me pen and ink, will you?” 
At the 
same time he pulled out a check book, 
opened it, seized the proffered ink and 
pen, wrote out a check for $55,000 on 
the little shelf before the ticket agent’s 
window and handed 
it to the aston­ 
ished and nonplussed Mr. Mead. “Now 
that I have paid 
you, Mr. Mead,” he 
said, “you can send me the warranty 
deed at your convenience.” 
A high value upon the property at 
that time would have been $500 an 
acre. . Today a high

would probably be a thousand dollars 
an a c r\ almost two-thirds less an acre 
than Tweed paid in the neyday of his 
notoriety.
